State  University  and  San  Francisco  State  University  to 
provide  teaching  experience  through  practice  teaching  for 
the  year  1982-83 

President  and  Members: 

The  basic  purpose  of  a  master  teaching  agreement  as  permitted  under 
Section  1]006  of  the  Education  Code  is  to  provide  teaching  experience  through 
practice  teaching  and  to  provide  for  supervised  field  experience  in  the  public 
Schools  in  such  areas  as  may  be  called  for  in  the  requirements  of  the  various 
authorized  credentials  for  public  school  service  to  students  enrolled  in 
teacher  education  curricula  of  such  institutions.   Such  an  agreement  allows 
the  City  College  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Community  College  Centers  to  provide 
an  excellent  opportunity  to  assist  the  California  State  University  in  their 
conduct  of  teacher  training  programs.   The  agreement  sets  up  an  estimated 
total  number  of  units  of  practice  teaching  at  City  College  and  for  Centers 
Division  participation  as  needed  for  the  academic  year  but  in  no  way  obligates 
the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  to  work  with  student  teachers  if 
it  is  found  that  acceptance  of  student  teachers  is  not  feasible. 

The  following  resolution,  part  of  which  is  in  the  format  required  by 
the  Trustees  of  the  California  State  University  and  Colleges,  is  recommended 
for  adoption: 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  provisions  of  Section  11006  of  the  Education 

Code,  the  governing  board  of  any  community  college  district 
is  authorized  to  enter  into  agreements  with  a  state  university  to 
provide  teaching  experience  through  practice  teaching  to  students 
enrolled  in  teacher  training  curricula  of  such  an  institution;  and 

WHEREAS,  any  such  agreement  may  provide  for  the  payment  in  money  or 

in  services  for  the  services  rendered  by  the  District  of  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  the  actual  cost  to  the  District  of  the  services 
rendered;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  has  been  determined  between  the  parties  hereto  that  the 

payments  to  be  made  to  the  District  under  this  agreement  do 
not  exceed  the  actual  cost  to  the  District  of  the  services  rendered 
by  the  District; 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:   That  the  SFCCD  contract  with  the 

Trustees  of  the  California  State 
University  and  San  Francisco  State  University  to  provide  teaching 
experience  through  practice  teaching  during  the  year  1982-83  for 
services  not  to  exceed  40  semester  units  of  practice  teaching  at 
$5.00  per  semester  unit  not  to  exceed  a  total  payment  of  $200.00 
payable  to  San  Francisco  Community  College  District;  and 
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FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED:   That  the  attached  contract  with  the  Trust- 
ees of  the  California  State  University  and 
San  Francisco  State  University,  whereby  the  San  Francisco  State 
University  may  assign  students  to  the  schools  in  the  Community 
College  District  for  practice  teaching,  be  approved;  and  the 
Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business  are 
hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  same.

Authorization  to  release  reserve  and  transfer  $324,781  for 
Retroactive  Classified  Salaries  and  related  fringe  bene- 
fits, July  1,  1978  to  June  30,  1979,  permanent,  overtime, 
and  temporary  classified  employees,  All  Divisions. 

President  and  Members: 

As  a  result  of  the  passage  of  Propostion  13  in  the  June  6,  1978 
election,  Mayor  George  Moscone  declared  the  existence  of  an  actual  public 
emergency  (Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  3.100  of  the  Charter)  and 
issued  a  Proclamation  of  Emergency,  which  was  concurred  in  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.   The  Proclamation  of  Emergency  suspended,  for  the  1978-79  fiscal 
year,  those  Charter  Sections  relating  to  the  fixing  of  salaries,  and  repealed 
the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  setting  wages  for  miscellaneous  employees 
for  the  fiscal  year  1978-79,  continuing  in  effect  the  1977-78  ordinances. 

On  May  31,  1979,  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein,  recognizing  that  the  fiscal 
emergency  had  been  somewhat  relieved,  amended  the  emergency  proclamation 
reinstating  the  schedules  of  compensations  portions  of  the  1978-79  Annual 
Salary  Ordinance  (Ord.  No.  155-78)  to  be  effective  and  in  force  only  during 
the  period  of  December  1,  1978  through  June  30,  1979,  provided  however,  that 
the  payment  of  retroactive  salary  or  wage  rate  increase  would  be  made  only 
upon  execution  of  waiver  of  any  further  legal  claim  by  the  recipient  officer 
or  employee  and  payable  after  July  1,  1979.   Some  did  and  some  did  not  sign 
the  waiver  of  further  legal  claim. 

We  have  now  been  informed  by  the  Director,  Payroll  Division,  Office 
of  the  S.F.  Controller  that  all  departments  should  submit  retroactive  timerolls 
as  the  City  and  County  intends  to  pay  all  retroactive  salaries  for  the  period 
July  1,  1978  to  June  30,  1979  not  previously  paid. 

The  calculations  for  the  remaining  retroactive  salaries  and  wages 
together  with  related  fringe  benefit  costs  for  the  period  July  1,  1978  through 
June  30,  1979  have  now  been  completed,  and  retroactive  timerolls  have  been 
submitted  to  the  Controller.   It  is  recommended  that  funds  reserved  in  the 
Budget  1982-83  for  this  contingent  liability  be  released  and  transferred  for 
both  retroactive  salaries  and  fringe  benefits. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED:   That  in  accordance  with  Education  Code  Section  85200, 

release  of  reserve  and  transfer  be  made  in  the  General 
Fund  to  fund  retroactive  classified  salaries  and  related  fringe 
benefits,  July  1,  1978  to  June  30,  1979,  permanent,  overtime,  and 
temporary  classified  employees,  All  Divisions:

President  and  Members: 

The  current  group  prescription  drug  expense  insurance  program 
expires  on  December  1,  1982  and  the  current  terra  life  and  accidental  death 
insurance  program  expires  on  January  1,  1983.   A  one  month  extension  of  the 
current  group  prescription  drug  expense  insurance  program  will  be  sought  so 
that  both  programs  will  then  expire  on  January  1,  1983  and  could  be  advertised 
for  bids  together. 

Consistent  with  the  expressed  desire  of  the  Governing  Board,  the 
employee  fringe  benefit  programs  will  be  bid.   In  this  regard  the  services  of 
a  competent  Consultant,  with  expertise  in  Employee  Benefit  Insurance  Programs 
is  required  to  prepare  specifications,  offer  specialized  services  and  advice 
in  the  selection  of  underwriters  and  the  review  and  approval  of  coverages 
offered,  and  more  importantly  to  develop  and  locate  markets  for  our  coverage. 

On  September  24,  1982  a  Request  for  Proposal  was  sent  to  eight 
individuals  or  firms  who  have  rendered  in  the  past  or  who  have  stated  a  desire 
to  render  in  the  future  special  services  and  advice  in  the  area  of  fringe 
benefits  insurance.   The  consultant  was  requested  to  quote  a  fee  for  rendering 
the  following  services:   1)  in  consultation  with  the  District,  prepare  the  bid 
specifications  for  the  District's  Drug  and  Life  Insurance  coverage,  2)  prepare 
a  list  of  prospective  bidders,  3)  mail  request  for  bids,  4)  review  bids 
received  and  make  recommendations  as  to  award,  5)  review  Policies,  Certificates 
of  Insurance,  and  Brochures  issued  to  insure  conformance  with  specifications 
and  work  directly  with  underwriter  to  correct  and  modify  coverage  as  necessary, 
6)  meet  regularly,  as  requested,  with  District  Business  Office  personnel  and 
one  Union  representative  in  the  development  of  specifications,  bidding,  and 
selection,  7)  submit  written  report  explaining  development  of  specifications, 
solicitation  of  bids,  evaluation  of  bids  received,  and  recommendations  on 
award  of  contract.   If  requested,  also  meet  with  the  Governing  Board  to 
explain  and  expand  on  the  above,  8)  negotiate  a  month  by  month  extension  of 
current  Drug  Insurance  coverage  with  current  underwriter  so  that  Drug  Insurance 
will  expire  coincident  with  Life  Insurance,  and  9)  consultant  must  agree  to 
not  submit  a  bid  for  the  District's  Drug  and  Life  Insurance  coverage.

Nothing  in 
this  section  shall  be  construed  as  affecting  the  provisions  of  Sections  85112 
and  85114."

In  1981,  City  College  of  San  Francisco  was  awarded  $663,197  in  EOPS 
funds.   These  funds  were  used  for  program  maintenance,  special  counseling, 
peer  advising,  clerical  support,  financial  aid  and  book  grants  for  low- income, 
disadvantaged  students.   It  was  necessary  for  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  to  match  in  1981-82  50%  of  the  local  cash  support  for  EOPS 
personnel.   The  final  EOPS  budget  figures  show  over-expenditures  of  $18,229.42 
in  EOPS  personnel  costs  which  must  be  absorbed  by  the  District  as  additional 
District  matching. 

The  reasons  for  the  EOPS  personnel  over-expenditures  were  due  to  the 
retroactive  6%  certificated  personnel  salary  increases,  insufficient 
allowances  for  employee  benefits,  and  the  absorption  of  the  cost  of  College 
Work  Study  Students  who  were  employed  by  EOPS  when  there  were  cutbacks  in 
College  Work  Study  Funds.

employee,  in  which  all  rights  under  said  custodial  account  shall  be  exercis- 
able by  the  employee  concerned.

In  connection 
with  this  selection,  representatives  for  SCT  and  the  staff  of  the  Office  of 
Facilities  and  Planning  have  determined  that  repair  alterations  and  improve- 
ments of  the  existing  facility  at  Batmale  Hall  at  City  College  are  needed. 

The  electrical  utilities  and  the  air  conditioning  system  must  be 
altered  to  accommodate  computer  equipment.   This  involves  the  rewiring  of  the 
under  floor  area  of  the  computer  center;  the  installation  and  acquisition  of  a 
transfer  switch  and  transformer;  rewiring  of  main  feeder;  the  acquisition  and 
installation  of  air  conditioning  system. 

The  District  Staff  has  obtained  estimates  on  the  required  work  and 
it  appears  that  a  budget  of  $91,524  will  be  adequate  to  accomplish  the 
project. 

In  order  to  accomplish  the  needed  work  in  a  timely  manner  and  not  to 
disrupt  the  operation  of  the  computer  center  and  thus  affect  classes,  it  is 
essential  that  the  work  be  accomplished  by  the  City  Department  of  Public 
Works.   It  is  requested  that  City  Department  of  Public  Works  be  authorized  to 
provide  the  needed  services,  labor  and  materials  through  emergency  power 
exercised  by  the  Governing  Board  to  permit  the  continuance  of  existing 
classes.

President  and  Members: 

On  March  4,  1980,  by  Resolution  No.  800304-B1,  $20,000  was  appropri- 
ated for  the  capital  improvement  project  CCSF  Smith  Hall  -  Emergency  Generator. 
The  purpose  of  the  project  is  to  install  an  emergency  generator  which  would 
prevent  cafeteria  food  spoilage  during  an  extended  power  failure. 

The  S.  F.  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Engineering  recently 
inspected  the  freezers  and  equipment  which  the  emergency  generator  is  expected 
to  support.   They  have  given  us  a  project  estimate  of  $53,900.   The  increase 
is  caused  in  part  by  the  fact  that  the  generator  will  need  to  support  a  higher 
current  load  than  first  anticipated,  a  transfer  switch  will  be  needed,  and  a 
delay  circuit  to  allow  for  the  gradual  transfer  of  power  load  will  be 
required. 

In  view  of  the  increasing  likelihood  of  an  extended  power  failure, 
it  is  recommended  that  additional  funds  be  appropriated  so  that  this  project 
nay  be  completed  in  a  timely  manner.   Additional  funds  are  available  for 
appropriation  to  this  project  in  the  Cafeteria  Fund,  Appropriation  for  Contin- 
gencies. 

California  Education  Code  Section  85200  reads  as  follows:   "The 
total  amount  budgeted  as  the  proposed  expenditure  of  the  community  college 
district  for  each  major  classification  of  district  expenditures  listed  in  the 
district  budget  forms  prescribed  by  the  board  of  governors  shall  be  the 
maximum  amount  which  may  be  expended  for  that  classification  of  expenditures 
for  the  school  year.   Transfers  may  be  made  from  the  reserve  for  contingencies 
to  any  expenditure  classification  or  between  expenditure  classifications  at 
any  time  by  written  resolution  of  the  board  of  education  of  any  district 
governed  by  a  board  of  education,  when  filed  with  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools  and  the  county  auditor,  or  by  written  resolution  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  a  community  college  district  not  governed  by  a  board  of  education 
and  filed  with  the  county  auditor.   A  resolution  providing  for  the  transfer 
from  the  reserve  for  contingencies  to  any  expenditure  classification  must  be 
approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  the  governing  board;  a  resolu- 
tion providing  for  the  transfer  between  expenditure  classifications  must  be 
approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  governing  board.   Nothing  in  this 
section  shall  be  construed  as  affecting  the  provisions  of  Sections  85112  and 
85114."

As  the  result  of  Assembly  bill  2347,  the  S.  F.  Community  College  District 
may  contract  with  the  Chancellor's  Office  of  the  California  Community  Colleges 
for  administrative  services  related  to  the  repayment  of  outstanding  student 
obligations  owed  to  local  community  college  districts. 

The  advantage  of  contracting  with  the  Chancellor's  Office  is  that  it 
allows  districts  to  take  advantage  of  the  State  Franchise  tax  Board's  Income 
Tax  Offset  Program.   This  means  that  if  a  student  has  an  outstanding 
obligation  with  a  district,  his  or  her  name  can  be  submitted  to  this  office 
for  collection.   If  the  student  then  files  a  state  income  tax  form  and  a 
refund  is  due,  the  tax  offset  program  will  deduct  the  amount  that  is  owed  to 
the  District  and  send  a  check  to  the  Chancellor's  Office.   The  Chancellor's 
Office,  in  turn,  will  send  a  check  to  the  District  for  the  student  whose  name 
was  submitted  to  the  Chancellor's  Office. 

To  participate  in  this  program  which  is  called  the  CO-TOP  Program, 
the  SFCCD  will  have  to  agree  to  pay  to  the  Chancellor's  Office  an  amount  equal 
to  $10  per  name  that  is  submitted.   In  addition,  the  District  will,  have  to  pay 
an  additional  amount  to  the  Chancellor's  Office  amounting  to  not  less  than  15 
per  cent  nor  more  than  25  per  cent  of  the  amount  collected.

Adoption  of  Nonresident  Tuition  Fee  Rate  in  Grades  13  and 
14  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1983-84 

President  and  Members: 

California  Education  Code  Section  76140  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

"A  community  college  district  may  admit  and  shall  charge  a  tuition  fee  to 
nonresident  students.   The  district  may  exempt  from  all  or  parts  of  the  fee: 

(a)  All  nonresidents  who  enroll  for  six  or  fewer  units.   Exemptions 
made  pursuant  to  this  subdivision  shall  not  be  made  on  an  individual  basis;  or 

(b)  Any  nonresident  who  is  both  a  citizen  and  resident  of  a  foreign 
country,  provided  that  the  nonresident  has  demonstrated  a  financial  need  for 
the  exemption  and  not  more  than  10  percent  of  the  nonresident  foreign  students 
attending  any  community  college  district  may  be  so  exempted.   Exemptions  made 
pursuant  to  this  subdivision  may  be  made  on  an  individual  basis.... 

The  nonresident  tuition  fee  shall  be  set  by  the  governing  board  of  each 
community  college  district  not  later  than  February  1  of  each  year  for  the 
succeeding  fiscal  year.   Such  fee  may  be  paid  in  installments,  as  determined 
by  the  governing  board  of  the  district. 

The  fee  established  by  the  governing  board  pursuant  to  the  preceding 
paragraph  shall  represent  for  nonresident  students  enrolled  in  30  semester 
units  or  45  quarter  units  of  credit  per  fiscal  year  (a)  the  amount  which  was 
expended  by  the  district  for  the  current  expense  of  education  as  defined  by 
the  California  Community  College  Budget  and  Accounting  Manual  in  the  preceding 
fiscal  year  increased  by  the  projected  percent  increase  in  the  United  States 
Consumer  Price  Index  as  determined  by  the  Department  of  Finance  for  the 
current  fiscal  year  and  succeeding  fiscal  year  and  divided  by  the  average 
daily  attendance  of  all  students  (including  nonresident  students)  attending  in 
the  district  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  or  (b)  the  current  expense  of 
education  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  of  all  districts  increased  by  the 
projected  percent  increase  in  the  United  States  Consumer  Price  Index  as 
determined  by  the  Department  of  Finance  for  the  current  fiscal  year  and 
succeeding  fiscal  year  and  divided  by  the  average  daily  attendance  of  all 
students  (including  nonresident  students)  attending  all  districts  during  the 
preceding  fiscal  year.   However,  should  the  district's  preceding  fiscal  year 
average  daily  attendance  of  all  students  attending  in  the  district  in  noncredit 
courses  be  equal  to  or  greater  than  10  percent  of  the  district's  total  average 
daily  attendance  of  all  students  attending  in  the  district,  the  district  in 
calculating  (a)  above  may  substitute  instead  the  data  for  current  expense  of 
education  in  grades  13  and  14  and  average  daily  attendance  in  grades  13  and  14 
of  all  students  attending  in  the  district. 

The  governing  board  of  each  community  college  district  shall  also  adopt  a 
tuition  fee  per  unit  of  credit  for  nonresident  students  enrolled  in  more  or 
less  than  15  units  of  credit  per  term  by  dividing  the  fee  determined  in  the 
preceding  paragraph  by  30  for  colleges  operating  on  the  semester  system  and  45 
for  colleges  operating  on  the  quarter  system  and  rounding  to  the  nearest  whole 
dollar.   The  same  rate  shall  be  uniformly  charged  nonresident  students  attend- 
ing any  terms  or  sessions  maintained  by  the  community  college.   The  rate 
charged  shall  be  the  rate  established  for  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  term  or 
session  ends. ..." 
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For  Fiscal  Year  1982-83  the  per  semester  unit  nonresident  tuition 
fee  rate  was  $76.   It  has  been  computed  that  the  current  expense  of  education 
for  the  College  Division  (grades  13  and  14)  during  the  Fiscal  Year  1981-82  was 
$1,901.36  per  ADA.   Multiplying  this  by  the  projected  increase  in  the  United 
States  Consumer  Price  Index  as  determined  by  the  California  Department  of 
Finance  for  the  two  years  of  1.115  and  then  dividing  by  30  semester  units,  we 
arrive  at  $70.67  or  $71  (rounded),  as  the  1983-84  per  semester  unit  non- 
resident tuition  fee  rate.

This  program  will  have  an  instructional  component,  training  students 
in  various  hospitality  career  occupations.

In  order  to  provide  for  a  beginning  inventory  of  food  and  supplies 
for  the  restaurant  operation,  the  District  will  make  a  contribution  from  its 
General  Fund  to  the  Cafeteria  Fund  for  the  Downtown  Community  College  Center 
in  the  amount  of  $22,000.   After  this  initial  contribution,  the  food  sales 
operation  is  planned  to  be  self-supporting,  deriving  all  its  operating 
expenses  from  food  sale  revenues.

A 

The  screening  and  recommendation  of  applicants  for  administrative 
positions  in  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  is  the  responsibility 
of  a  tripartite  committee  with  equal  representation  of  students,  faculty 
members  and  administrators,  except  as  provided  herein. 

A.  Selection  of  Committee  Members 

1.  Division  Administrators:  Administrators  on  the  committee 
will  be  selected  by  the  President  of  the  Community  College 
Centers  Division  or  the  President  of  the  College  Division 
in  conference  with  the  District  and  divisional  administrators. 

Faculty  members  in  the  College  Division  will  be  selected 
by  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Academic  Senate.  The 
Community  College  Centers  Division  ((Faculty))  Academic 
Senate  will  select  representatives  for  appointments  in 
that  division. 

Students  will  be  selected  by  the  appropriate  Student 
Council  for  either  division.  At  City  College,  committee 
members  will  be  selected  by  the  Associated  Students  Council. 
In  the  case  of  the  Community  College  Centers  Division,  the 
((Faculty))  Academic   Senate  will  determine  student 
representatives. 


2.  District  Office  Administrators:  In  the  case  of  the 
District  Office  Division,  one  administrator  each  will  be 
selected  by  the  Chancellor  ((/))  Superintendent,  the 
President  of  the  College  Division  and  the  President  of 
the  Centers  Division.  The  faculty  representatives  will  be 
selected,  one  each,  by  the  two  Senates  and  the  Chancellor 
((/))  Superintendent.  Three  additional  representatives  of 
the  District  Office  classified  staff,  two  to  be  selected 
by  the  Office  staff  and  one  by  the  Chancellor  ((/)) 
Superintendent. 

3.  Upon  the  announcement  of  administrative  vacancy,  each  group 
will  have  thirty  calendar  days  to  select  its  members  to  the 
committee.  Should  any  of  the  groups  fail  to  select  committee 
members,  the  other  segments  are  authorized  to  proceed. 

B.  Screening  and  Interviewing  of  Candidates 

The  first  step  in  the  process  will  be  the  compilation  of  a  list 
of  acceptable  candidates.  This  list  will  be  developed  by  the 
committee  from  the  roster  of  candidates. 

The  qualifications  of  acceptable  candidates  will  then  be  assessed 
and  the  committee  will  determine  which  applicants  are  to  be 
interviewed.

Selected  candidates  will  then  be  interviewed  by  the  committee.

the  Community  College  Centers  and  who  also  meets  the  prerequisites  of 
the  course,  subject  to  the  published  rules  and  regulations  established 
by  each  Division  and  the  District.  Where  there  is  good  reason  for 
limiting  enrollment  in  a  particular  program,  additional  criteria  will  be 
established.  These  criteria  will  be  developed  in  accordance  with  the 
District's  commitment  to  Equal  Opportunity  and  Affirmative  Action,  as 
well  as  with  program  and  job-related  requirements. 

It  is  the  goal  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District 
to  have  student  enrollment  in  the  educational  programs  of  the  District 
reflect  the  racial,  sex,  and  ethnic  composition  of  the  San  Francisco 
community.  Where  underrepresentation  exists,  efforts  will  be  made  to 
overcome  inequities.

A  program  of  cooperative  work  experience  education  conducted  by  the 
Governing  Board  of  a  community  college  district  pursuant  to  Education  Code 
Section  78240  through  78249  and  84530  shall  conform  to  a  plan  adopted  by  the 
district.

Experience  Education  program. 

4.  A  description  of  how  the  district  will: 

a)  Provide  guidance  services  for  the  students  during 
enrollment  in  Cooperative  Work  Experience  Education. 

b)  Assign  a  sufficient  number  of  qualified,  certificated 
personnel  as  stipulated  in  the  district  plan  to  direct  the 
program  and  to  assure  district  services  required  in 
Section  55255. 

c)  Assure  that  students'  on-the-job  learning  experiences  are 
documented  with  written  measurable  learning  objectives. 

d)  With  the  assistance  of  employers,  evaluate  students 
on-the-job  learning  experiences. 

e)  Describe  basis  for  awarding  grade  and  credit. 

f)  Provide  adequate  clerical  and  instructional  services.
